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DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt is acknowledged of the IDS filed on April 19, 2004 which has been 
considered and placed of record in the file. 

Claims 1-12 are presented for examination. 

This application has been filed with formal drawings which are accepted to the 
examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

3. In claim 1 , lines 3-5, the limitations of "allowing it to friction-fixed by ... secured 
manner" are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current U.S. 
practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document 
and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. Specifically, it is unclear how the 
"passageway In combination with said two stops one opposite another together*' to allow 
the protective element to be "friction-fixed" with the polishing disk in a radially secured 
manner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claim 1 is, as well as understood, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by German Patent Publication' 1,884,208. 

With reference to the only figure in the specification, German Patent Publication'208 
discloses the claimed invention including: a) a shank 20; b) a polishing disk 15; c) two 
stops 5 and 8; d) protective element 1 1 having at least one passageway 18. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 2-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims, 

7. Claims 2-12 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Freerks788, Beechy et al.'238, Welsch'286, Timm'317, 
Yanase'996, Tseng'836, Mitschang et al.'548, Mackay'634 and '106 all disclose rotary 
polishing disk with various mounting hub designs.
